N6EK, Bob Fabry, will join 
the team as the fourth operator--welcome aboard. 


Our needed equipment is acquired. The two tribanders, DX77 Vertical and 6 meter beam, 
courtesy of Hygain, are now on Wake. Icom, HRO, Heil, AEA, Antennaco, The Radio Works, 


JA8CDG (who flew in from Tokyo to teach WB2DND satellite basics), NI6T (modified 
PK232), Aurum Telemedia (Laptop computers and internet access), Battlecreek Special, and 
KA7LDN (2 meter ant.) have all delivered the promised donations of equipment.

Friends- 


Over the past month we have been reorganizing the expedition to Heard Island for the 1996-97 
season. We are pleased to announce the initial selection of team members:

We still have a substantial number of persons who have expressed interest in participating, and 
we are working through the list. For a short time, we will consider additional candidates for the 
team. We expect to announce the balance of the team on January 31. 


During the past month several persons suggested that we delay the expedition by another year, 
in order to take advantage of better propagation as we move into the new solar cycle. It was 
also suggested that we attempt to activate several islands on the same trip, and it was suggested 
that our group abandon our plans entirely. 


We welcomed all these suggestions, and studied them seriously. In addition to enjoying better 
propagation, a delay might enable us to obtain less expensive transportation. It might also 
enable us to find sources of corporate or foundational support that normally have a longer 
planning time. On the other hand, abandonment of the present project would mean abandoning 
our supporters, and complete loss of our investment, which is very great. We certainly do not 
want anyone to feel that we are not committed to the project, or that they cannot count on us to 
deliver what we promise. 


In considering these ideas, we sought the advice of a large number of outside persons, most of 
whom are accomplished DXers. The input we received was very strongly in favor of continuing 
with the present plan. Therefore, we did decide to continue, and do so with confidence that we 
will succeed. We have all the equipment, a superb team, and the organization needed to do it 
safely and to satisfy the desires of the radio amateur community. The best estimate of schedule 
would have us on Heard Island in early January, operating for 3 weeks. 


The budget for this expedition totals $320K. We plan to raise that by including 20 participants 
at $10K each, leaving another $120K to raise. We need your help to reach this goal. Numerous 


foundations and clubs have already made major commitments of support, for which we are 
grateful. We would welcome additional individual, club, and corporate support.
